Gasoline 
found in 
manhole

An environmental consulting firm 
has been hired by owners of the 
Sunoco gas station at the corner of 
Routes 1° _nd 38 to clean up gas 
from a leasing tank, 

According to Kyle MacAufee, an 
environmental engineer with the 
emergency response section of the 
Department of Environmental 
Protection, he was called to 
Wilmington a few weeks ago to 
investigate pure gas found in the 
telephone company's manhole 
across from the Sunoco Station, 
Apparently, the gas came from a 
leaking gas tank which had been 
removed from the station, 

Besides hiring the consulting firm 
to help clean up the spilled gas, an 
interceptor type trench was dug on 
Sunoco's property to prevent 
further gas from draining into the 
manhole, The problem was 
discovered because DEP had been 
monitoring the manhole because of 
a previous incident, Last spring, 
natural gas and gasoline were found 
in the manhole after the fire 
department and health director 
were alerted to fumes coming from 
the area, One theory on the gas leak, 
said Health Director Greg Erickson, 
was that workers caused it when the 
sewer line was installed in the 
vicinity. Both Erickson and 
MacAufee noted there's a lot of gas 
in the area with both the Shell and 
Sunoco stations and a carwash 
nearby. 

MacAufee said he will continue to 
monitor the situation for the short 
term to make sure it is remedied. 
Then the situation will be labeled 
“routine” and overseen by the site 
management branch of the DEP for 
a long term.

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Nursing home 
neighbors angry 
over water levels

Ongoing water problems in the 
vicinity of a proposed nursing home 
on West Street in Wilmington has 
neighbors angry and threatening a 
lawsuit against the property owner, 
the town, and the state. 

The 142 bed Treetop Nursing 
Home is being built on West Street 
by Northgate Healthcare Services. 
Northgate received a special permit 
from the Board of Appeals a few 
years ago allowing the home to be 
built, and subsequent approval from 
the Conservation Commission, The 
neighbors appealed the decision to 
the Department of Environmental 
Protection but DEP upheld the 
commission's approval and issued a 
Superseding Order of Conditions on 
the project on March 30, 1989, 
Since then, outgoing Conservation 
Administrator Eileen Chabot has 
been trying to get DEP to oversee 
the project since it is now under 
their conttol. 

Neighbors on Westdale Avenue 
have complained that water 
problems: in their area have 
increased asa Fesult of the project. 
Chabot told this paper itappears the 
groundwater levels are higher than 
they were in 1985. when plans for 
four detention ponds were first 
designed for the home. She said now 
there may not be enough capacity in 
the ponds to handle all the water 
should a big storm hit. Chabot said 
she also is concerned with plans for 
a big septic system to be installed 
under the parking lot and gravel, 
Which at the time she walked the 
site, was going over the siltation 
fence and getting into the wetlands, 

Town officials met with Dennis 
Sargent of Northgate and concerned 
neighbors on Christmas Eve to 
discuss the increased water runoff 
and the potential flooding of their 
leech fields. Part of the problem 
seems to be an antique culvert under 
the railroad tracks at the end of 
Westdale Avenue which dates back 
10 1879, That culvert, said Chabot, 
needs to be enlarged because right 
now the water stops when it reaches 
the culvert and backs up onto 
neighbors’ property. The culvert, 
she added, is owned by the MBTA 
and permits would have to be 
obtained to increase the size of the 
culvert. The permit process could 
reportedly take up to a year or 
more. Sargent, said the adminis- 
trator, offered to write a letter 
about the culvert to the MBTA but 
said he was under no obligation to 
enlarge the culvert. Sargent could 
not be reached for comment. 

Elizabeth Dearing of Westdale 
Avenue has one of the detention 
ponds located 90 feet from her 
property line. But most -of her 
concern is reserved for a neighbor 
who will have the nursing home 
located 20, fect from her lot line. 
Dearing told this paper, with the 
fire department requiring a black 
topped access road around the 
building, her neighbor may not be 
able to put up a fence or shrubs for 
privacy. Dearing also claimed, once 
trees were cut down on site, water 
was not absofbed by their roots and 
instead ; flowed to abutters’ 
property. 

"It's really been a disaster. We feel 
the (Conservation) Commission 
didn't really back us’on this," she 
said, 

Frank Ouellette of Westdale 
Avenue has similar concerns. He 
said, though he and his neighbors 
have had drainage problems for 
years, the development is 
aggravating their water problems. 
Ouellette said it was his

understanding the detention ponds 
will only service-the home and not 
the abuttors, 

"There's no place for the water to 
go now. The building has been 
allowed with no thought to the 
homes there," he said in anger, 

Greg Getchell is new to the 
neighborhood and frustrated with 
the situation he stepped into when he 
moved to Westdale Avenue in 
September, He explained he and his 
wife Lisa no longer put their four 
and five year old children outside 
because, on a rainy day, the water in 
his yard is higher than they are, 
Like Dearing and Ouellette, he too 
worries that his septic system could 
fail with the added water on his 
property. While the town has been 
helpful, Getchell said, he fears he 
may have to live with a permanent 
"moat" around his home. 

Another abuttor, Linda Mazzeo, 
complained that her washing 
machine did not work because her 
drywell had stopped taking water. 
Mazzeo said, however, that Project 
Supt. Jim Paino was “very 
accommodating" when he paid a 
recent visit to’her home and assured 
her they would try to help with her 
problem, 

Most neighbors said they had 
never seen such a high water level in 
their neighborhood as they had this 
fall. Town Manager Michael Caira 
said both Town Engineer Harold 
Gillam and DPW Supt. Bob Palmer 
are working on the problem, ‘ 

"We're going to try to come up 
with a solution. We recognize 
there's a problem down there and 
are working to solve it," Caira said. 

Concerned abuttors have signed a 
petition and sent it to the DEP 
expressing their feelings, Town 
officials said Northgate was 
supposed to install outlet control 
structures in the detention ponds to 
regulate how fast the water will 
drain out and into a nearby brook. 
Gillam admitted that right now, 
with the site cleared of trees, the 
water is “running free." The 
purpose of the control structures 
and the ponds, he said, is to prevent 
increased water runoff to abuttors' 
property. According to Chabot, 
neighbors have been talking about 
taking the issue to court if 
something isn't dona soon.

Appointed members 
for Tech board ?

Tsongas touts economic

Saying Americans have lived for 
the past 11 years with "Voodoo 
economics,” Democratic presi- 
dential hopeful Paul Tsongas urged 
an attentive crowd of joufnalists 
from the New England Press 
Association Saturday to spread the 
word about his plan for a “full 
economic recovery." Tsongas out- 
lines his plan in an 85 page 
pamphlet entitled "A Call to 
Economic Arms." 

Speaking from a podium at 
Boston's Park Plaza Hotel, Tsongas 
said, if elected, his first task will be 
to restore the manufacturing base 
of this country, It is that manu- 
facturing base which drives the 
economy, he added. In order to 
restore America's greatness 
Tsongas favors such things as cuts 
in the capital gains tax to 
encourage long-term investment, 
upping the quality of American 
products, thinking long term to 
solve the country’s woes, putting 
more money into research and the 
National Science Foundation, and 
making more of an investment in 
education and the training of 
America's workforce. 

Tsongas minced few words when 
he lashed out at the recent trend of 
"Japan bashing.” 

"The problem's here (in the 
United States) and it's about time 
we said so," he noted. Tsongas 
cxplainodagais definition of eco- 
nomic loyalty is to buy American, 
but only if two products are 
equivalent. If the American pro- 
duct is not up to standard and the

public buys it anyway, all this does 
is encourage, manufacturers «to 
"build (more) junk," he said. 

Tsongas explained America has to 
take firm steps to retain its 
competitive edge. Besides giving 
current businesses the "necessary 
tools" to compete, we should also 
encourage the growth of new 
companies, ‘he said. Tsongas 
explained "we have to go back to 
some pretty old fashioned idcals," 
like the importance of family and 
hard work, to build an American 
identity which can be passed on to 
the next generation. 

Throughout the afternoon Tson- 
gas touched on other issues as well. 
he hit on President George Bush's 
proposed tax cut for the middle 
class as being politically expedient. 

"Where did that come from? It 
came from the polls," the candidate 
explained. He went on to say, "The 
middle class doesn't want a tax cut. 
They want a job.” 

When asked how he would choose 
a vice president, Tsongas drew a 
laugh with his response, "I would 
stay off the golf course." He said 
his choice for vice president would 
have to agree with him on econo- 
mics and be from a part of the 
country other than the northeast. 

On education, Tsongas said 
Americaas, in the future, should 


focus resources on disadvantaged 
children in the pre-kindergarten 


years, as is done in the Headstart - 


Program, and on students bound 
for the workforce who will need 
"skills training.” In "A Call to 
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Economic Arms" Tsongas calls for 


more parental involvement in the | 


education process, an openness to 
new “even radical" educational 
ideas, and making teachers "feel as 
important as their task really is." 
He adds the New American 
Mandate is to make public schools 
“the meeting houses of our society 
where all of our society is walking 
through the school doors on a 
regular basis." What this means, 
Tsongas states, is that local busi- 
nesses, institutions, and representa- 
tives from higher education will 
become involved with students in 
kindergarten through 12th grade 
through such programs as reading 
to classes and tutoring individual 
youngsters or “elevating their 
horizons" in some way. 

The political leaders must by 
their personal actions bring about 
this meetinghouse of our society. 
That's how one becomes the 
education president,” summed up 
Tsongas. 

Tsongas said there are two 
approaches to health care reform; 
one is to let government take over 
and the second approach is 
managed competition. Tsongas 
explained he supports the latter 
where the federal government sets 
standards and large health care 
providers compete. 

Of his candidacy, Tsongas said he 
wasn't running for president out of 
ambition, but because of a deeper 
purpose. 

"I'm trying to tell the truth, 
When I get into this race I knew 
what the odds were," said the 
former senator, adding, “the only 
thing I can sell in this election is 
truth."

SECURITY TAXES 

Most people think of Soci 
Security tax as a single tax, but-it' 
actually two: 6.20 percent for O14 
age and disability coverage and 
1.45 percent for Medicare. (For 
self-employed individuals, the 
numbers are doubled, because 
they pay both employer and 
employee parts of the tax. Now, 
however, one half that 
self-employment tax is deductible 
in computing taxable income.) 

Up to 1991, the wage base for 
both was the same. As of last year, 
though, the Medicare portion was 
extended; the Social Security tax is 
imposed on the first $53,400 of 
income, but Medicare tax is taken 
from the first $125,000 of 
income.

Acadian Prisoners Part | 


Johnny

This is the tale of the family of 
Jean Labradeur, Acadians who lived 
in Wilmington in the late 1750s. It is 
a tale of woe, found by searching 
the state archives in Boston. 

From the 1680s to the 1780s the 
French and the British had an 
intermittent war, with some periods 
of peace. That war, in the new 
world enlisted the aid of the natives, 
and, in Massachusetts and other 
provinces, this led to many attacks, 
such as the Harnden Massacre. 

In 1713 a peace treaty was signed, 
called the Treaty of Utrecht. Acadia 
(Nova Scotia) became British as a 
result, and the Acadians were to 
become British, 

Time was allowed for those people 
to take the oath of allegiance. This 
they refused to do, They would, 
they said, remain "neutral," and 
they thus acquired the name of the 
"French Neutrals." 

In the 1750s the wars had been 
renewed. In 1755 the British 
captured Fort Beausejour, in the 
area between New Brunswick and 
Nova Scotia, In that fort the British 
found, they said, 300 Acadians, a 
part of the French force. 

The British renewed their offer. 
The Acadians could remain on their 
farms, and with the Roman Catholic 
Church if they would-just take the 
oath of allegiance to the British 
Crown. This the Acadians refused 
to dg, unanimously. 

Lieutenant Governor William 
Shirley governed Massachusetts for 
the king. An experienced attorney, 
he had been the King's Advocate 
General, and had held other titles. 
Shirley knew of the constant 
warfare with the French and their 
native Amerivan allies. 

Shirley had appointed 
Massachusetts delegates to the 
Albany Conference in 1754. This 
was the first concerted effort to 
bring the colonies together in some 
form of permanent organization. 

Meanwhile the Royal Governors 
of the British Colonies planned their 
war in four movements, one of 
which was the march of General 
Braddock to what is now 
Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania. That 
disaster was one of several suffered 
by the Colonials. 

The fourth part of the plan was to 
remove the "neutrals" from Acadia. 
Shirley commissioned John 
Winslow to the command, and with

2000 volunteers they sailed in three 
frigates in May 1755. Those frigates 
reached the Bay of Fundy on May 
26, 1755. 

By August first the "neutrals" of 
Acadia had been rounded up, 7000 
men, women and children. They 
were to be scattered among the 
British colonies. Massachusetts was 
to take care of 2000, some in every 
town. 

Twenty two Acadians were sent to 
Andover in 1756, families of 
Jacques and Charles Esbert. They 
were placed in a house owned by 
Jonathan Abbott, ‘to his great 
annoyance. One of the young men 
was named Jean Esbert, which, in 
French was pronounced John E. 
Bear, and so he became known as 
“Johnny Bear." 

Those Acadians were industrious 
and frugal, and they overcame any 
prejudices against them. When they 
left Andover Mr. Abbott's family 
parted from them with sincere 
regret. 

Later two of the Acadians sent a 
souvenir to Mr. Abbott, a 
beautifully carved and polished 
powder horn, inscribed with his 
name and a sentiment, An account 
of this was in a volume published in 
Andover about 100 years ago. 

Jean Labradeur and his family 
were sent to Wilmington. There was 
only gne house available, the site of 
the John Harnden Massacre, 50 
years previously. 

The Indians chopped a hole in the 
roof, There were no windows, there 
were no doors. The home stood on a 
slight hill, overlooking The 
Andover Road. As was the case in 
other towns, the selectmen of 
Wilmington (or the treasurer) was 
to send the bills for the care of the 
family to the secretary of the 
Province of Massachusetts Bay, in 
Boston. 

That gentleman was named 
Andrew Oliver. The bills arrived in 
regular order, two shilling six 
pence for this, and four shilling 
eight pence for something else. 
Andrew Oliver paid for shoes for 
the children, for a hoe with which to 
garden, gad other tools, He also paid - 
for the rent of the old Harnden 
home. 

There was a different note, one 
could say, from Reading. Someone 
in that town recorded that the 
family living in the old Harnden 
home was a family of "rag pickers.”

an early decision then wait until 
1993 to implement it, 

The committee is also setting some 
goals for the new year. In an effort 
to expand items for collection, Hull 
is trying to identify a market for 
recycled phone books and the 
committee is hoping to collect steel 
cans as well. Committee members 
hope to increase the block leader 
Program where one or two 
volunteers in a neighborhood are 
recruited to involve their neighbors 
in recycling on a regular basis, Hull 
said his committee is also looking 
into establishing a program where 
volunteers will pick up recyclables 
from the handicapped and the 
elderly, 

Wilmington citizens are still being 
encouraged to take their recyclables 
to the town drop off center off Main 
Street each Saturday between 9 a.m. 
and 4 p.m, Items being accepted are 
newspapers, aluminum cans, glass 
bottles, plastic milk and water jugs, 
cardboard, and white goods, which 


includes refrigerators, stoves, 
washers, dryers, and freezers. If 
residents cannot take white goods to 
“the recycling center, said Hull, they 
may leave them by their curb on 
Wednesdays and call the Town 
Department of Public Works at 
658-4481 for pickup. 

Volunteers are also needed to help 
staff the center on Saturdays, Gail 
Ollila is in charge of the volunteers 
and needs people for either the 9

There was a letter which this 
writer saw many years ago, in the 
State House, Since then the archives 
have been moved, and in a more 
recent search the letter could not be 
found. Part of the letter is quoted 
from memory, 


"And they ‘gave us a house in 
which to live. And the windows 
were without windows and the 
doors were without doors. And 
when it rained, we wandered from 
room to room, secking a dry place 
wherein to stand." 

“And when we complained to the 
selectmen they said 'Go build 
yourself a boat!" 


"Please, your worship, remove us 
from Wilmington, this towne of 
woe. Allow me to take my family to 
Quebec, where dwells a cousin,” 

That letter could have been 
written by Mrs. Dorothy Morrill, 
wife of the Rev.Isaac Morrill, the 
clergyman of the Wilmington 
church. She was the daughter of the 
Billerica minister and probably was 
educated in French as well as 


English. It could have been written 
by the Rev. Isaac Morrill. The 
Signature, however, was Jean 
Labradeur. 

As a result the Labradeur family 
was taken to Boston and put in the 
poor house, as was a similar family 
from Quincy. That should end the 
story.- but it does not. For there are 
more records of Jean Labradeur, 
records which were published in 
1868, in a history of Woburn, by 
the Rev. Samuel Sewell of 
Burlington. The last record is dated 
August 28, 1766. 

Maybe after that he took his 
family to his Nova Scotia home, 
overlooking the Gulf of St. 
Lawrence. Maybe he went to 
Quebec, where dwelt his cousin, 

(More about the Acadians can be 
found in "Evangeline" written by 
Henry Wadsworth Longfellow well 
over a century ago. Laura N. 
Marland, an Andover- native who 
taught English in Wilmington High 
School for over 40 years always 
included Evangeline and "Snow- 
bound,” both by Longfellow, in her 
study courses), 


Salem St. land 
okayed for transfer 


Wilmington's three member 
House delegation (Rob Krekorian, 
Reading; Jim Miceli, Wilmington, 
and Marianne Brenton, Burlington) 
has announced the passage of a 
home rule petition for the Town of 
Wilmington. The law authorizes the 
State Division of Capital Planning 
and Operations to transfer a piece of 
land off Salem Street to the control 
of the Wilmington Water and Sewer 
Commissioners, 


The Town of Wilmington -had 
voted unanimously at its April 1991 
Town Meeting to petition the 
Legislature for control of this land. 
Pursuant to this request, Reps. 
Krekorian, Miceli and Brenton filed 
the necessary legislation in May. 

As the legislative session came to a 
close, the bill appeared to be held up 


in the Ways & Means Committee. 
At the urging of Reps. Krekorian 
and Miceli, the Committee finally 
released the bill. The full House 
passed the measure and sent it on to 
the Senate for similar action. At the 
insistence of Miceli and Krekorian, 
the Senate also enacted the 
legislation, 

Rep. Miceli was given the honor 
of being presiding speaker when 
the bill came before the House for a 
vote on final enactment. 
Incidentally, this vote was the 350th 
and final roll call of the 1991 
legislative session. 

"The successful passage of this bill 
in the remaining minutes of the 
1991 session is the result of the 
cooperative efforts of Wilmington's 
three State Reps.," concluded 
Krekorian.

Prominent state officials from the Lowell area are rallying 
behind a congressional redistricting plan which may give birth to a 
new Merrimack Valley district, removing both Tewksbury and 
Wilmington from Congressman Ed Markey's seventh district. -The 
plan's inception comes at the heels of a Democratic redistricting 
proposal opposed by members of Wilmington's legislative delega- 
tion, including Reps Marianne Brenton (R) and James Miceli (D). 

"The Democratic proposal, a classic gerrymandering plot, is 
dead on arrival when it reaches the governor's desk," said 
Brenton, Brenton said Governor Weld is a strong advocate of a 
new Merrimack Valley district, and that the governor and most 
members of the Merrimack Valley delegation have winced at the 
cockeyed plan submitted by the Legislature to merge Lowell with 
Worcester. This would create a runoff between Democratic Con- 
gressmen Joe Early and Chester Atkins. "I think it is so blatant 
that they would put Worcester and Lowell in the same district, it's 
outrageous," said Brenton. 

Lowell is Hub of the New District 

Key legislators in the area have argued that for demographic 
and political reasons the Merrimack Valley should be united in a 
new district where Lowell is the hub. Lowell's State Senator 
Nancy Achin Sullivan (R) has been leading the movement for a 
Merrimack Valley seat, which many concede would be a blessing 
for Republican candidates, Favored from the start are Lowell 
Republican Mike Conway, an already announced candidate, and 
former congressman Paul Cronin, who has close ties to the Weld 
Administration. Helping the Valley district cause may be the fact 
that Weld's Chief Secretary John Moffit is an Andover resident. 

Democrats must share power - Cronin 

Paul Cronin represented Tewksbury, Wilmington and the old 
Fifth District from 1973-1975. In an interview with the Town 
Crier, Cronin said "If we have a Merrimack Valley district I'll 
definitely be a candidate." 

A gubernatorial contender in 1990, Cronin said Democrats in 
the House and Senate have every incentive to compromise with the 
governor and avoid a redistricting battle decided by judges. 
Cronin said Weld is “certainly in the position of power here" and 
that if Democrats don't budge "they'll risk every seat by going to 
court because the Republican plan would have eight of ten 
incumbents running head to head." Cronin compared the politics 
of redistricting to last year's budget debate, in that Democrats on 
the Hill, once accustomed to dominance, "are now in the 90's" and 
“have to share power and decision making with the Republicans." 
Cronin, incidentally, went to Congress de- feating John Kerry and 
then lost two years later to Paul Tsongas. 

McGovern a "formidable candidate" 

A Merrimack Valley seat is not the late Christmas wish of just 
aspiring GOP pols. Tewksbury's State Senator Pat McGovern (D) 
has advocated a Valley seat as well, and many believe her 1991 
fund-raising of $181,000 is an indication of political aspirations. 
If McGovern's status as a. Beacon Hill insider_and, long-time 
protege to Senate President Bill Bulger were to be a liabilities, 
perhaps compensating assets would be her high name recognition 
and skills as a seasoned campaigner and ‘fund-raiser. "I think she'd 
be competitive if she did make the move for Congress, and would 
be a formidable candidate no matter where she runs," said David 
O'Brien, a former legislative aide to McGovern and member of 
the Tewksbury Democratic Town Committee. O'Brien has joined 
other Democrats in calling for a Merrimack Valley district. "Our 
feeling is that the Valley can't be split up because then there is no 
political clout," said O'Brien, who is also Tewksbury's first 
candidate for Democratic State Committeeman,

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Caira and Cressman Support Valley District 

Local leaders are taking an interest in the redistricting contest. 
Tewksbury's Town Manager David Cressman doesn't anticipate 
any jump in federal dollars with a new district, but does believe 
that the community's voice in Congress would be enhanced. 
"Since the Town of Tewksbury has seen a decline in federal funds 
since the 1980's, it is doubtful that a Merrimack Valley district 
combined with federal budget problems will see a reversal of that 
trend. However, a Merrimack Valley district including 
Tewksbury may give the town a greater opportunity to voice its 
opinions on issues which may affect Tewksbury to a greater 
degree than exists with the present congressional district 
configuration," said Cressman. 

Wilmington's chief executive Mike Caira was enthusiastic about 
a new district for Greater Lowell. "I would strongly support a 
Merrimack Valley district plan; Towns with like situations and 
problems can be better served if they are grouped in one district." 

As this debate continues on watchful media eyes, prospective 
candidates are keeping their eyes on the electoral clock. 
Nomination papers for Congress become available in less than 
three weeks. 

Briefly in Politics... 

Brad Jackson, a former finance committee member and now a 
candidate for the Wilmington School Committee, announced this 
week a-series of regionalization proposals which would link 
public school services in Tewksbury and Wilmington in an effort 
to consolidate costs and maximize services provided. The Jackson 
plan suggests the two towns explore collaboration on gifted and 
talented programming, computer education and high school 
advanced placement courses. "The only way for towns to preserve 
services during deep budget cuts is to explore creative, new ways 
to provide services jointly," said Jackson. Also in the running is 
incumbent John DeMarco and former board member Jim 
Demos. Former board member Linda McMenimen told the 
Town:Crier on Monday, "I'll be pulling papers soon." 


Following Kay. Scanlan's. appointment as town clerk, Town,’ 


Manager Mike Caira received more than 20 applications for 
Scanlon's previous assistant clerk post. The appointment of a new 
assistant town clerk is "forthcoming" according to Caira, who said 
most of the applicants are from within the town administration. 

If Senator Pat McGovern does run for Congress; it will create 
the expected free-for-all as local pols seize the opportunity of an 
open state senate seat. State Representative Brion Cangiamila 
(R-Billerica), who has eyed McGovern's senate seat, said on 
Friday he is "more likely to run" should McGovern leave the state 
senate for a congressional bid. 

What was former State Senator and congressional candidate 
George Bachrach doing in Wilmington last week? The former 
senator from Allston and Brighton, who left politics thanks to Joe 
Kennedy in a bruising 1986 fight for Eighth District 
Congressman, sat quietly in the audience at last Monday night's 
selectmen meeting. Chairman Dan Ballou, always up on his 
Who's Who trivia, acknowledged the senator, who since leaving 
politics has worked as a media commentator. 

MWRA Board Member Charles Lyons paid a visit to the 


White House last Friday requesting President Bush continue his ¥ 


special line-item funding for the Boston Harbor project. Lyons 
conferred with Robert Grady, Under-Secretary for the Office of 
Management and Budget. "We have to alleviate the aggressive rate 
burden on towns like Wilmington," said Lyons, who represents the 
municipalities in the MWRA district. Lyons said he is promoting 
a bi-partisan approach to the problem of federal funding for the 
harbor project. Lt. Governor Paul Cellucci has met with 
Undersecretary Grady on behalf of the Weld Administration. 
Lyons said the state will know within two weeks if the bipartisan. 
efforts have been successful. Presently, the federal appropriation 


, is a $100 million direct grant. This represents 25 percent of all 


waste water project grants, the single highest grant award in the 
nation presently. 

"I just hope that level of commitment continues for many years 
to come," said Lyons.

Because ofa 
lack of funds, Town Manager Michael Caira has chosen not to fill 
her position with another full time administrator, Instead, Plannif}s 
Director Lynn Duncan will oversee the conservation department 
and handle all paperwork connected with that department as well as 
her own. She will be aided by a newly-hired expert who will, 
hopefully, be familiar with the intricacies of the Wetlands 
Protection Act and have the technical expertise to challenge 
developers’ applications, when necessary, and assist homeownefs 
who may be unknowingly impacting wetlands. a 
While most of Eileen's own commission members support tt 
manager's decision to temporarily transfer authority to th 
planning director, at least two said they eventually hope to get a full 
time person back on board. es

(SWAT) is a group of Wilmington 
residents who have organized to 
‘address safety issues and solutions to 
stoxic air and ground contamination 
(caused by local industry. 

;Our recent focus is on Raffi & 
Swanson as the largest air polluter 
‘and an irresponsible ground 
‘contaminator in the area. EPA 
Yeports show them emitting over 
87,000 pounds of toxics into the'air 
ain 1989, Because of local pressure, 
athe DEP has served them with a 
Aotice of non-compliance. This has 
forced Raffi & Swanson to update 
their pollution control technology. 
Dh the update being discussed will 
address only a small portion of the 
‘air pollution problem. The 62,000 
Pounds of toluene (a toxic which can 
‘cause birth defects and liver 
damage) will not be affected by the 
‘improvements, 

Raffi & Swanson also has had a 
series of ground contamination 
from toxic solvents such as toluene. 
Raffi & Swanson has refused to 
provide us with their internal 
analysis, They have admitted that no 
action has been taken to clean up this 
Site. SWAT has obtained memos 
from DEP stating that the site is a 
potential threat to the Town Park

The 
Town should be willing to present 
DEP with this problem, Why haves 
we been unable to obtain basic 
public information? i.e.; Material 
Safety Date Sheets (provide 
information on chemicals used) 
Tequested in November 1991 from 
the Director of Public Health who is 
legally required to have this 
information on file, 

‘Mass. General Law (MGL) Ch. 
111 $122 permits boards of health 
to inquire into all nuisances, sources 
of filth and causes of sickness within 
the town which may injure the 
public health, to destroy, remove or 
prevent them and to make 
regulations for public safety, MGL 
Ch, 111 $123-5 authorizes board of 
health to order the owner or 
occupant of any private premise to 
revoke any nuisance, sources of 
filth and causes of sickness, Under 
this statute the board may order 
cleanup of hazardous waste or 
corrective action. It's time the 
Town of Wilmington uses its 
designated authority to help its

It was not unusual to see Teddy 
, Nelson on a tricycle traveling from 
Central Street to the town common 
to watch football practice. 

Teddy was unable to participate in 
athletics due to physical limitations, 
however he wanted to be part of the 
Wilmington athletic program. Upon 
entering Wilmington High School, 
Teddy became a "coaches dream." 

To elaborate on this, the most 
difficult person for any coach to 
recruit is a team manager. Teddy 
saw an opportunity to become part 
of the athletic program in his 
freshman year by volunteering his 
services as manager of all three 
sports - football, basketball and 
baseball. 

In past years it was the custom to 
award an outstanding player's 
trophy in football at the end of each 
season, In Teddy's senior year in 
appreciation of the services and 
enjoyment that he gave the athletes 
at Wilmington High School over 
four years, it was decided to award 
the football trophy to Teddy 
Nelson, He will always be 
remembered as the "little boy on the 
red tricycle who never missed a 
football practice.” 

Teddy moved to‘New Hampshire 
years ago, where he built a home 
for his mother. For the past 25

he volunteered his services as a 
member of the Granite State United 
Cerebral Palsy chapter. Following 
the death of his mother in 1986, 
Teddy maintained the house to the 
standards his parents would have 
desired.

Harold "Ding"’Driscoll 
Coach 

Harold "Ding" Driscoll was 
appointed teacher/coach at Wil- 
mington High School in 1936. He 
coached football, basketball and 
baseball. 

"Ding" was an outstanding athlete 
in these sports and in track as well. 
He played in the Church League, 
Lawrence Boys' Club and 
semi-professional teams in and 
around Greater Lawrence as well as 
St. James High School in Haverhill 
and Villanova University. Just prior 
to coming to Wilmington he 
coached basketball at St. John's Prep 
in New York and was assistant 
basketball coach at St. John's 
University in New York. 

Wilmington had no formal spots 
teams in 1936 at the high school and 
conditions for practice were far 
from ideal. Scrimmage for football 
was held on the common. Uniforms 
were taken home, washed, and 
repaired by Ding. Basketball 
conditions were even worse. They 
practiced in the high school with 
low ceilings, no regulation size 
basketball court, and often water on 
the floor from rain or melting 
snow.

In spite of these conditions, the 
Wilmington youngsters played well 
despite losses, They were rewarded 
with the first championship teams in 
all these sports: 1939, football; 
1942, basketball; and 1947, 
baseball. 

The first football game ever won 
by a Wilmington High School team 
was in 1937 when it defeated 
Hamilton, 12-2. 

It was’ no mere coincidence that 
Wilmington High's school colors 
(blue and white) and nickname of 
"Wildcats" is the same as Villanova. 

In 1938, Ding served on an 
American Legion Committee to 
form a league for younger folks. 

Ding officially retired from 
coaching in 1947, but remained 
assisting whenever he was needed. 

Field hockey team, 
Circa 1935-1937 
Special team award 

During the early thirties, 
Wilmington had a population of 
approximately 3,000 people and an 
enrollment in the high school of 200 
students. During the "Great 
Depression" of 1929 it had no 
athletics for boys, only baseball, but 
had field hockey, basketball and 
softball for girls. 

The equipment was poor and the 
only playing field was the common. 
Out of this depression with no shin 
guards and solid old fashioned 
hockey sticks, a great team of girls 
was created. A woman coach known 
as Edna Coburn trained and coached 
a varsity team and a second team 
used as substitutes for the first team. 
The coach would gather the girls

into the gym before a game, and 
her advice was "go out there and 
win, or don't come back." 

The school and town could not 
qualify for a league because of 
enrollment. In spite of conditions 
they could not overcome, they 
played any school who would agree 
to a match and made a name for 
Wilmington that has never been 
beaten. 

For more than four years’ they 
defeated larger and better equipped 
teams from places like Concord, 
Malden, Melrose, Wakeficld, 
Somerville and Medford and the 
strongest school the Norih Shore 
League Champions, 
Manchester-by-the-Sea. All were 
beaten and with no score against 
Wilmington except only once in the 
last year, 1936. 

All told, Wilmington had an 
unbeaten record for four years and 
was only scored upon once, 
Although practically unknown, the 
Boston Herald published their 
picture and gave them a great 
writeup. Margaret (Duggan) 
Imbimbo was the captain of the 
basketball team and was written up 
in the yearbook as "not too big not 
too small, but for sinking baskets, 
she tops them all." 

Other outstanding members of this 
team were Ethel Butters, the town 
nurse who recently retired. Bernice 
Neilson (sister of Larz), Clara 
Gratcyk (sister of Lefty) and also 
Marion (Johns) Woller and 
Florence Balkus, 

They left a great legacy to 
Wilmington, a record that has never 
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been beaten since 1936. With little 
to work with and little money, they 
were cheered on by lines of fans on 
the Church Street sidewalk-and 
Middlesex Avenue whenever they 
had a home game, This team never 
let Wilmington down,

Athlete 

Dick Allard was one of the best 
student-athlete leaders to graduate 
from Wilmington High School. His 
contribution to WHS sports was not 
his athletic prowess as much as it 
was his ability to lead. 

Dick was the quarterback of 
Wilmington's undefeated 1961 and 
1962 football’ teams. As a 
sophomore quarterback his 
touchdown passes to teammate 
Kevin Fields against archrival 
Tewksbury on Thanksgiving Day 
1960 began an undefeated streak 
that went on for 23 games into 
1963, 

Dick's awards as a football player 
included the starting quarterback 
spot in the 1963 Lowell vs. 
Lawrence Suburban All Star Game, 
nomination to Lowell Suburban 
League all-conference teams, 
Herald Traveler player of the week 
and recipient of the Walter Casey 
Memorial Trophy as outstanding 
player of the 1962 football team. 

In addition to his four years as a 
football letterman, Dick was a 
participant in the winter and spring 
track programs at WHS for four 


* years and served as.co-captain of the 


1963 spring track team; 

Dick’s accomplishments off the 
athletic fields during his high school 
years were also outstanding. He was 
president of his high school class for 
four years. He was a member of the 
National Honor Society. He was 
master councilor of Middlesex 
Chapter, Order of DeMolay and he 
was president of Pilgrim Fellowship 
at the Congregational Church. He 
was also a Junior Rotarian, He was 
selected to represent Wilmington at 
Boys State in 1962 where he was 
elected president of the senate. As a 
lifeguard at Town Beach at Silver 
Lake, Dick spent seven summers 
teaching hundreds of Wilmington 
children to swim, 

After being recruited as a high 
school football player and 
student-athlete, Dick went on to 
play football and run track at Bates 
College before attending Boston 
University, where he graduated 
with honors. Dick was awarded the 
Club highest 
scholarship award in 1963. He 
attended college on a four year 
competitive scholarship award from 
Cabot Corporation. 

Dick has devoted thousands of 
hours to his passion for youth 
sports. He has been an officer in 
several youth sports organizations. 
He has coached football, hockey and 
baseball teams for ages six through 
16. 

Dick currently lives in Andover 
with his wife, Lynne. Their four 
sons Dan, Glenn, Todd and Paul 
have participated in athletics at the 
local, high school, college and 
national levels,

Battling the ice fishing cheat 


by Bill Conlon 

"The love of money is the root of 
alfevil." -- I Timothy 6:7 

In other words, if there's‘money 
on the line, don't be surprised to 
find cheaters. From insider trading 
on Wall Street to a pocketed Ace at 
the friendly poker game, cheaters 
may appear anywhere. 

Fishing derbies are no exception, 
sad to say. Some guys try to cheat if 
there's a money prize at risk. 

The first local ice fishing derby 
of the season was held Sunday on 
Lake Mascuppic in Dracut, and one 
guy charged the winner with being 
a cheat. Derby officials had no firm 
proof of cheating, so there wasn't 
much they could do about it. The 
Merrimack Valley Bass Masters are 
a good bunch, and they take well- 
deserved pride in returning fish 
caught back to the water, but what 
can they do about underhanded 
anglers? 

Cheating during ice fishing events 
takes a number of forms, and all of 
them can be corrected. It isn't easy, 
and it takes work, but cheaters can 
be caught. 

Multiple anglers -- You can't 
deny anybody the right to fish on 
the ice, just because a tournament is 
being held. The ice is public prop- 
property, Cheating happens if one 
guy signs up and pays his entry fee, 
then a half-dozen friends "show up” 
and fish beside him. If any of the 
"team" catches a whopper, anybody 
want to guess that fish will be taken 
to the weigh table? Customarily, 
the winnings are split later, or the 
"winner" might be required to buy 
a few rounds of beer. 

The touchiest form of cheating in 
this manner is from kids. A guy has 
his three kids with him on the ice, 
and all three youngsters put out the 
allowable five tipups. Should he be 
required to pay for all three kids to 
fish the tournament? Yup.

To combat this form of cheating, 
derby officials should walk the ice 
and check to make sure everybody 
is signed up, and that includes kids. 
If a group contains an unenrolled 
angler, simply refund the entry fee 
of the "legal" contestant then dis- 
qualify him for the day. The angler 
won't be happy about it, but the rest 
of the legal anglers will. Harsh but 
fair, really. 

Outside fishing -- Signing up 
for a contest, then fishing another 
pond, is another form of cheating. 
This was the charge made after the 
Sunday event, when one contestant 
claimed that the top fish had been 
caught on nearby Long Pond, about 
a half-mile away, instead of coming 
from Lake Mascuppic. 

Ice anglers need to bring the fish 
to the weigh-table quickly, so that 
the fish will survive long enough to 
be released without harm, Unless a 
snowmobile or ATV;is handy, the 
angler has little choice but to carry 
the fish to shore, then drive to the 
derby headquarter. So, it comes as 
no surprise to derby officials when 
somebody pulls up in a truck with a 
winning fish. Who can say which 
pond the truck drove in from? 


Dealing with this form of under- 
handedness is more difficult, since 
it requires more manpower. Derby 
officials should visit local ponds, to 
take down the license numbers of 
anglers there. Licenses should be 
worn in plain sight, but anybody 
can legally ask to see your license. 
Then, at days end, derby officials 
should see if those "outside" anglers 
show up in the winners circle, then 
disqualify them on the spot. But be 
prepared for fireworks. 

Another possible remedy, which 
will result in fish mortality, would 
be to only weigh those fish coming 
in from the ice, and not the street. 

The MVBM officials raised their 
eyebrows when informed that the

Greater Lowell Fly Fishers used to 
hold their annual tournament on all 
three local ponds (Lake Mascuppic, 
Long Pond, and tiny Lake Althea) 
at the same time. Access to Althea 
is a real pain, but there's a chance 
of having a triple-decker derby at 
some future time. 

Yesterday's fish --'Too many 
guys are out of work these days, 
God bless 'em, and quite a few go 
fishing almost every day. So what 
happens if some guy catches a real 
monster, the day before the derby? 
Hmmm. Most ice anglers can tell a 
money fish when they see one, since 
most tournaments are won by bass 
that weigh in at around five pounds. 
Some cheats might keep such a fish 
alive until the derby, then bring it 
in for weighing. 

This form of cheating is tough to 
combat. Derby officials can't look 
in everybody's cellar. 

The only real way to tackle this 
cheat is for other anglers to keep an 
eye on their neighbors. If the guy 
next to you didn't have a "flag" all 
day, then suddenly puts the winning 
fish on the board, ask him about it, 
or at least tell the derby officials. 
Keep in mind that most cheats are 
not very bright, so there's a decent 
chance he'll slip when the questions 
get tough. However, this solution 
also requires all anglers to become 
tattletales, which isn't nice. 

On the brighter side, most cheats 
are known by the locals, Cheaters 
in most cases cheat regularly, and 
the locals will be watching them. 

It would be much better if every- 
body just played fair. 


— Tackle Box -- 


The MVBM derby on Sunday, as 
noted above, went off as planned. It 
was a nasty cold day, with both the 
temperature and the wind at around 
10 (degrees and mph), but the ice 
on Mascuppic was great. 

First place went to Gerry Durand 
of Dracut, who earned $300 for his 
5.75 pound bass; second and $200 


was awarded to Wilmington's own 
John Anderson for a largemouth of 
4.44 pounds; third place and $100 
went to Jim Narkewicz of Woburn, 
who rearranged the winner board 
at 1:22 p.m. with a 4.21 bass; Ken 
McMullen of Dracut took third on a 
3.51 pound bass worth $75; and the 
$50 fifth place was won by Darrin 
Reese of Chelmsford for his 3.46 
bass.

Vial of Life 

When we were signing up for the 
December 20 therapeutic social, 
200 seniors received Vial of Life 
forms to be completed and returned 
to the office. We are-disappointed to 
say we have only received a very 
small number back. It may be that 
seniors are asking what is the Vial 
of Life Program and why is it so 
important to all of us? 

The Vial of Life Program was 
implemented 12 years ago and over 
the years has saved the lives of many 
of our seniors, The form requests 
your name, address, your telephone 
number, next of kin, their telephone 
number, doctor, his telephone 
number, insurance coverage, 
religion, medical problems and 
medications being taken, The form 
is to be completed in triplicate. One 
copy is to be placed in a small plastic 
medicine bottle (vial) and taped to 
the inside wall of your refrigerator. 
Outside the door of the refrigerator 
a decal with the words Vial of Life 
is taped on. When an ambulance or 
family member arrives in an 
emergency they will know to look 
inside for the Vial. One copy is to be 
kept in your wallet or purse. The 
other is to be returned to the office. 

Why? 

If anything happens to us at 
home, at the Center or any place 
away from home and we are unable 
to speak for ourself, all information 
on the person we want notified,our 
personal doctor, to be contacted, 
our medical record so the proper 
emergency medical treatment will 
be given. This so important 
especially when several medications 
are being taken. In the case of a 
scrious accident, a medic or doctor 
will administer some type of 
medication, That medication may 
cause more*trouble and could be 
fatal,

They all have one thing in 
common, they are homeless. Until 
they come or are brought to the 
Shelter, at 17 Court Street in 
Boston. 

The Shelter is open to all veter- 
ans, including women, and 
although the majority of the 
homeless vets are men, one 
female has been served in the 
shelters two year history. 

According to DelRossi, “The 
stereotype of the homeless, out- 
side of the inner city, is they are 
junkies or drunks and they don’t 
want to work,” 

He added, “That couldn't be 
farther from the truth.” 

To back up that statement 
DelRossi notes that the Shelter, 
which is home to over 200 veter- 
ans, includes many of the former 
homeless on its staff. They now as 
act as counselors, security people 
and administrators. 

Others that leave the protection 
of their adopted home, return to 
volunteer or make Christmas 
donations. 

“Our shelter is not just a shel- 
ter,” DelRossi said, “it is a train- 
ing facility.” 

The success of that training is 


reflected by the figures that show 
over 50 former homeless veterans 
that have been reintegrated into 
area colleges, _ including 
Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, Harvard University, 
and the University of 
Massachusetts. 

The shelter is,a total rchabili- 
tation center trying to return some 
of the dignity they had when they 
were in the service,” DelRossi 
said. 

DelRossi explained that the 
Shelter is the brainchild of anoth-

"People who use wood-buming 
stoves to save on heating bills 
during cold snaps often have 
problems with frozen pipes 
because the outside walls don't get 
enough heat," Weiner continues. 

"Don't shut off your furnace or 
boiler completely. Fuel costs less 
than a major plumbing repair." 

Water pipes which are exposed 
to freezing temperatures, s as 
those in ufhcated garages and 
basements, should be insulated 
with a commercial covering made 
of a layer of hair felt and a layer 
of wool felt, This covering typi- 
cally comes in lengths of three 
feet, split on one side to fit around 
the pipe, and fastened with metal 
bands. If exposed to the weather, 
put a protective jacket of roofing

or similar material on top of this 
covering, 

Another way to prevent freez- 
ing is to keep faucets in problem 
areas running in a low-to-moder- 
atc stream during a cold snap. To 
avoid waste, Save the water for 
use later. 

If a pipe does freeze; an clec~ 
tric hair dryer will defrost it. For 
safety, be sure the dryer is ground- 
ed and never hold the pipe while 
operating an electric appliance. A 
slower, but safer, method is melt- 
ing the ice by applying heavy 
cloths soaked in hot water on the 
pipes, 

Larger pipes will probably 
require professional attention, To 
prevent them from bursting, turn 
off the water supply. However, if

The first floor of the building 
was Open to the first homeless 
veterans in February of 1990, 

DelRossi notes that the Shelter 
has come a long way since then, 
About 150 homeless veterans 
were sheltered at the beginning. 

Now some of the upper floors 
of the building are open for shel- 
ter and training spaces. 

However, DelRossi adds that 
there is still work to be done for 
the building and the program. 

DelRossi notes that part of the 
problem stems from the fact that 
living on the street does not leave 
much time for improvement, 


“Tt is a full time job,” he said, 
“You have to find food or some- 
place to eat.” 

DelRossi notes that the shelter 
provides relief from that style of 
life, especially in the meals 
department. He notes that 
between 300 and 400 meals are 
served on a daily basis. 

Veterans secking space at the 
Shelter will find themselves back 
in an atmosphere that is reminis- 
cent of the service life they left. 

“He explained that the first 
floor of the building is set up as 
an open bay with cots “just like 
basic training.” 

However, one difference is that 
the first floor also has a detoxifi- 
cation center, 

As-the clients work and get 
jobs, they are allowed to increase 
their training levels. They also 
receive more responsibility within 
the shelter. 

Another service provided by 
the Shelter is to correct some of 
the service records of the veter- 
ans. 

DelRossi notes that many times 
mistakes are made on the records 
that cause the veterans to lose 
some of their benefits. 

The success of the shelter has 
earned it one of President George 
Bush's “1,000 Points of Light” 
awards. 

One of the sad points is that the 
Shelter is still needed.and with the 
proposed cuts in the National 
Guard and Reserve units, more 
veterans may become eligible to 
receive the services provided. 

DelRossi notes that if the same’ 
type of energy was expended on 
raising funds for the shelter as 
was expended in Reading on such 
projects as Imagination Station 
the Shelter would be able to serve 
many more homeless and needy 


people.

As in 
most science fictions, the future is 
a crime zone in which the air and 
water are equally murky, But citi-

Estevez is supposed to be one 
such piece of meat, but he doesn't 
make the transition smoothly, He 
arrives more alive than dead 
Alive cnough to get away from 
the foil-wrapped future docs 
before a mind meld can occur.

The plot just doesn't make sense 
and the special effects often have 
that cheezy, ly 1960s feel to 
them. There is a sub-plot that gocs 
nowhere, literally, and Rene 
Russo, doesn't seem to age 
Though her character is supposed 
ly close to 40 for most of the film, 
she looks about 24. Wrong. 

Estevez comes across as stiff in 
more than one scene, but Mick 
Jagger does a commendable job 
as a ruthless bounty hunter. The 
most memorable performances, 
however, belong to the supporting 
cast, except maybe Anthony 
Hopkins, who is hardly argund 
long enough to judge, Glam féck 
star David Johansen is wonderful- 
ly sleazy as an unwavering capi-

all over her. 

Doesn't matter though, because 
the plot kills this story.

A potboiler featuring a dement- 
ed caretaker and a seemingly hap- 
less suburban family, "The Hand 
that Rocks the Cradle" is "The 
Nanny" of the nineties. It's much 
more predictable than the 1965 
Bette Davis psychodrama, and 
more graphic, But it works, main- 
ly because Rebecca De Mornay 
makes us intensely uncomfortable 
as the disturbed au pair who wants 
to take care of much more than 
her employees well being. 

Annabella Sciorra plays Claire 
Bartel, the perfect mother of a 
flawless Nielsen family. Her 
daughter could have been lifted 
from a Norman Rockwell paint- 
ing; her husband is smart, hand- 
some and well-paid. She has a 
beautiful home, spends her mom- 
ings volunteering and has another 
baby on the way. 

Claire also has a new obstetri- 
cian, one who enjoyed hissoffice 
visit with her much more than he 

When Claire files a 
sment charge against 
it doc, he loses face -- 
ter he shoots himself 

in the head. Several months later, 
an ideal fanny Shews up at the 
Bartel's home. You guesses it, 
she's the dgc's widow. 

Don't fret about knowing too 
much of the plot. The movie fol- 
lows a tried and true formula and 
the audience is in on everything.

But the film is also surprisingly 
intense in a very intimate way. 
The visit to the obstetrician is one 
of the creepiest moments in the 
film. You definitely hear the yoice 
of a woman writer, namely 
Amanda Silver.

The movie is 
very much about the vulnerabili- 
tics of a family, a newbom, a mar- 
riage.

However, "The Hand that Rocks 
the Cradle” isa convincing thriller 
built around a fine actress.

The Anti-Diet Weight Loss 
Program, directed by Judith 
Goldberg, Ph.D., in Winchester is 
a unique approach to weight loss. 

"There's a good reason why so 
many people go on one diet after 
another, and then gain the weight 
back again," explains Dr. 
Goldberg. "The diet industry is a 
$33 billion a year business, but 
they are remarkably ineffective in 
doing the important part, teaching 
people to change the way they 
think about food. Without a 
change in thinking, it's only natu- 
ral for dieters to keep falling back; 
into old habits." Dr. Goldberg, 
points out that many overeaters 
use food as a reward, a crutch, a 
source of consolation, or a spare 
time activity when bored.

Dr. Goldberg goes on to note 
that many students in her classes 
are "chronic dieters," people who 
have gained and lost weight sev- 
eral times. "These people come to 
me and say, "What am I doing 


wrong?’ I tell them: that diets are 
based on deprivation, and that's 
their problem. People who overeat 
tend to be people who deprive 
themselves in many areas of their 
lives. Food becomes a source of 
comfort, They can go on a dict, 
and lose weight on a diet, but they 
can endure the additional depriva- 
tion for only so long. When they. 
go off the diet they end up making 
for the deprivation and regaining 
the weight. 


"The Anti-Dict Program works 
on the opposite principle from 
diets. We make sure there is no 
food deprivation first, and then we 
do a variety of activities through 
which students learn to recognize 
when they are genuinely hungry 
for food and when they are using 
eating for some other purpose." 

"By the time they leave the 
program," Dr. Goldberg states, 
“they are in control of food. It has 
no more power over them."
